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Losing a loved one is always a 
difficult time to go through, 
especially when the family 
comes home to find out they 
have been robbed. 

On Nov. 18, the family of 
Beverley Barnhart gathered at 
the Douglas Memorial Hospital 
(DMH) as her batde with cancer 
came to an end and she passed 
away in the early hours of Nov. 
19. 

When her granddaughter 
Korie Lo Stracco returned to her 
house, that sits on the property 
adjacent to her grandparents' 
residence, she noticed that the 
door to one of their bams was 
left open, but didn't think much 
about it at first and assumed her 
husband forgot to close it or that 
the wind blew it open. 

Upon further investigation, it 
was realized that the bam had 
been broken into and that an

Some of the items include 
a generator, a compressor, a 
compound saw and a num¬ 
ber of other tools, mosdy 
used for carpentry. What 
makes it even worse, is that 
Beverley's husband Ken 
had been confined to a hos¬ 
pital bed in Welland but 
was able to visit his wife in 
the hospital and say good¬ 
bye before she passed. 
Little did he know that 
someone was rummaging 
through his valuable items 
at home and helping them¬ 
selves to them. 

"It has to be someone 
who knew the situation," 
said Lo Stracco, who also 
pointed out that her hus¬ 
band's tires had been 
slashed in the DMH parking 
lot. 

Beverley's daughter 
Loma, is sickened by this 
cruel and senseless act and 
hopes those responsible

will realize how thoughtless 
their actions are. 

"I can't believe someone 
would do this while they 
knew we were at the hospi¬ 
tal," she said. 

"We just want whoever 
did this to think about what 
they've done," she added. 

Lo Stracco said her heart 
goes out to her grandfather 
during this rough time and 
wouldn't wish this situation 


upon anyone. He was able 
to build up enough energy 
to travel to Fort Erie from 
the Welland County 
General Hospital where he 
was staying at the time to 
say farewell to his wife and 
at the same time was being 
stripped of possessions he 
worked hard to purchase. 

"While he was spending 
his last moments with her, 
he was being robbed. It's 
disgusting," said Lo Stracco. 

She also said her grandfa¬ 
ther is one of the kindest 
people she knows and that 
often would lend some of 
his equipment to people 
who needed something for 
a weekend project around 
the house. 

"If you needed to borrow 
anything from him, he 
would let you," she said. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police told the Times, that 
an ongoing investigation is 
being conducted on this

Noyes didn’t wear button at meeting

cerns with a column in the 
Nov. 27 issue written by Times 
editor Kris Dube.

To say I received feed¬ 
back on last week’s edi¬ 
tor’s notebook would be 
the biggest understate¬ 
ment I’ve made in my 
life.

(the “Board") on November 8, 2010 under section 78 of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998, S.O. 
1998, c.15 (Schedule B), seeking approval for changes to the rates that CNPI - FE charges for electricity 
distribution, to be effective May 1,2011. The application was filed under the Board’s guidelines for 
3rd Generation Incentive Regulation, which provides for a mechanistic and formulaic adjustment to 
distribution rates between cost of service applications. The Board has assigned the application File 
No. EB-2010-0070. The Board’s decision on this application may have an effect on all of CNPI - FE’s 
customers 

Any change to CNPI - FE’s distribution rates will cause CNPI - FE’s delivery charges to change. Delivery 
charges are one of four regular items on residential and general service customers’ electric bills and 
vary depending on the amount of electricity consumed. 

CNPI - FE indicates that if the application is approved as filed, residential customers consuming 800 
kWh per month would experience an approximate 3.6% increase in their current delivery charges.

The proposed changes to the delivery component of the bill are separate from other potential changes 
to the electricity bills, which could include changes to the electricity component and other charges 
included on the bill. This application deals only with the potential change in the delivery component of 
the bill that may result from changes in the delivery rates.

(Anzovino family) receive 
equal treatment?” 

Craitor said he is hoping 
to be successful with mov¬ 
ing this forward at the 
province and estimates an 
expense of around $40,000. 

"That’s a figure that was 
given to me as a possible 
cost,” said Craitor. 

The vehicle the 18-year- 
old was travelling in on 
Hwy.
